Truck  receipts  to  dealers  were  limited,  fowls  scarce.  The  greater  portion  of  the 

SUPPLIES  WERE  HANDLED  THROUGH  THE  DEALERS1  PLATFORM  FOR  VARIOUS  INDIVIDUALS  OR  GROUP 
OF  BUYERS  AND  NOT  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  OPEN  MARKET.  TRADING  EXCEEDED  SUPPLIES  AND  MANY 
SMALL  RETAILERS  WERE  UNABLE  TO  SECURE  ANY  POULTRY  WHATSOEVER.  MaRKET  EXTREMELY  FIRM.
